Despite reverses, Hoiib Korean nassages indicate the 
intention to continue the fight. Prior to the South Korean attack 
on Vonsaa, Uiere was an effort to withdraw equipnent fron the area, 
and there has been an attsigited supply build-qp in the Pfongyang 

area. . 


There are continuing indloations of plans for air 
operations. Airfield eoostruetlon continues, new Air Poroe radio 
stations have appeared, and equipnent and peraenn^ have been 
ordered iMok froa the forward areas. A 10 Ootober nessage re~ 
quested infomatlon about potential air targets, partioularly 
at the lUngpo and Suwon airfields, and establiafaed visual night 
reeognition signals between Horth Korean air and ground imita. 
There is no infomatlon on the availabiUty of airoraft. 



Horth Korean diffioulties are illustrated by e deteri- 
oration of radio en—iinl cations between oonbat unite end 1^^ nee- 
eeges which nentlon snail upilainge of "rsaotienary* oivillane, 
and the fomation of "Conbat StiHulation Unita" to prevent front 
line defeitione. Shortage of vebieles has inpsdsd both supply 
and salvage operetlone.

Dnilns thia period 49 aireraft, 7 previoual/ IdontlXied in Karope 
and 42 previoualjr niideotified, appeared aetive for the firot tine 
in the area. Zt ia not knoan Aether thia aetlvitj repreaenta 
(1) eontinulng Far Kaat bulldiqi, (2) proparationa for taetleal 
operationa, (3) loglatioal operatlona, or (4) a ohange in noimol , 
air eonanmloationa proeedorea. 


Soviet air unite in China have been eondootlng esbanaiTa 
oroa a oeentrx fllghta between airfielda in North China and poaoiblT 
Maneburla. Neaaagea of 6 Ootober reported the return of 19 (or 2^ 
T0>2 boadiera and 10 tranaport aireraft from Peking to the 
largeat flight pet noted. Neaaagea oontiiiae to direet that aqpip- 
nent be timed over to the Chineae CoBaainlate.
